Seat belts or bags 
are in the future: 
» New York recently became the first state to enact a law 
ne requiring the use of seat belts in automobiles. 
‘" Other states including Ohio are considering the passage 
, Of similar laws. 

It's too early to know the result of New York's effort. But it 
isn't too early to know that, for the first time in a decade, 
highway fatalities are up. : 

In the first six months of this year they increased, per mile 
driven, and in total numbers. This is disturbing. Between 
1973 and 1983 highway fatalities were reduced from about 
53,000 a year to 43,000 a year. That's one reason why many 
states are cracking down on drunk drivers and increasing 
the legal drinking age. 

It’s also a good argument for the use of airbags which are 
slowly being introduced by car makers. 

The air bag concept which is better but more expensive 
to produce than seat belts may never be fully implemented 
if more states impose seat belt laws. Auto industry lobbyist 
have to persuade all of the states to adopt mandatory seat 
belt laws or install air bags. 

For the motoring public, whatever happens is going to be 
a bonus for safety. 

Allstatistics prove that drivers and passengers using seat 
belts are much safer, often escape serious or fatal injury, 
when involved in accidents. 

That's why the seat belt habit should be adopted by all 


drivers and passengers, mandatory. and as routine as clos- 
ing car doors.

As ea Black Manager of the 
first, American National Red 
Cross Chapter evertobe 
behind prison walis, | have 
found myself, asking myself, 
many questions about life, its 
purposes and meanings; 
whether one can be truly 
happy and find fulfillment and, 
if so, how? 

To follow such a chosen 
course of inquiry, one must 
come face to face with oneself 
and learn more about one's 
thoughts, ideas, and feelings 
within. One also must come 
out of the shadow grave of 
ignorance and into the-light of 
knowledge. The maturing, self- 
evaluating person reaches a 
point in. one's life, when one 
feels there is more to life than 
he has thus far come to know. 
There begins an internal grop- 
ing, probing, unwinding stage, 
not unlike the struggles and 
emergence of the “new born” 
butterfly from the chrysalis, or 
the unfoldment and appear- 
ance of the freshly blossomed 
flower. 

This is not a process of short

Black Family Connections, the black 
adoption unit of Franklin County Children 
Services (FCCS), represents a commitment 
on behalf of FCCS to reach out to prospec- 
tive black adoptive families. Black Family 
Connections is located at 1393 East Broad 
Street. 

According to Rhonda Jackson, program 
supervisor, approximately 100 black and 
biracial children are waiting to be adopted. 
“We hope that our new program and loca- 
tion will increase our black adoptive place- 


ments. We intend to be flexible and sensitive 
in our approach to the black community,” 
said Jackson. "The emphasis of Black Fam- 
ity Connections will be on adoption of older 
children since that is our greatest need.” 

Requirements to adopt are simple. Pros- 
pective families should be at least 21 years 
of age if married and 25 years of age if sin- 
gle, residents of Franklin County, in good 
health and self supporting. Families need 
not own their own homes or have a large 
savings accounts.

Likes, dis- 
likes, hobbies, interests and 
the youth's ages are all factors 
to be considered. 

“We've seen the tremendous 
change that can be made in a 
young person's life,” said 
McGill, “and the relationship 
has been rewarding to our 
volunteer.”

Coming as it did on the heels 
of Nobel prize winner Des- 
mond Tutu's visit to Columbus, 
one would wonder If the effort 
was motivated by the growing 
sense of outrage at the policies 
of the South African govern- 
ment. However, Schabot never 
addressed Tutu directly, and 
commented on his efforts only 
when asked about him. 

But his explanation of South 


Africa's racial policies were , 


certainly informative. Schabot 
described 6guth Africa as the 
product of historic social and 
cultural ends. The movement 
of whité settlers into Africa, 
Schabot said, occurred around 
the same time as the United 
States was being colonized. 
The system of apartheid--or, 
what the government calls 
“separate development" — was 
designed, not to harm Blacks 
and other_subject ethnic 
groups 04 oe h Africa, but to 
allow'them Yo develop their 
own cultures and resources. In 
other words; it is kind of like 
“9 bul'@qual" in the Uni- 
ted States, the Supreme Court 
doctrine that ruled the South 
and provided the legal apology 


for segregatian until it was 
struck do thé Brown 
case. 


But, according to Schabot, it 
isa“ mistake most people make 
in America to compare the 
Black situation in South Africa 
with the Black situation in 
America. | don't think there is 
any comparison Schabot 
said, while admitting that there 
is racism jn South Africa, 
argued primarily that the pol- 
icy is one of social and cultural 
distinctions. rather than race. 

Schabot defended the policy 
which attempts to dilute the 
Black strength in South Africa 
by placing most of the Blacks 
into nine “homelands,” noting 
that the homelands themselves 
are dependent and they have 
petitioned for that status 
themselves. 

However, he recognized the 
legitimacy of many of Bishop 
Tutu’s concerns. “lf | was 
Desmond -Tutu,'"' Schabot 
admitted, "| would probably be 
close to where Desmond Tutu

Schabot also stated thatthe 
political vote(s not the sotution 
to African problems,” erguing 
that “one-man, one-vote,” in 
which Africans would be given 
representation in accordance 
with their numbers, would 
cause “chaos and bloodshed.” 

Schabot trotted out some 
impressive statistics regarding 
the South African govern- 
ment's benevolence to the 
Black majority: 92 percent of 
all housing built for Blacks in 
\South Africa is subsidized by 
the South African government, 
45 percent of the arable farm- 
tand in South Africa is in the 
homelands; 90 percent of the 
houses in Soweto have elec- 
tricity; 50 percent of the police 
force is Black. 

Yet all the glib arguments, 
and the comradery exhibited 
by Piet Schabot did not elimi- 
nate one core thing that he 
said: in South Africa, “one 
group should be dominate,” 
and that group should be the 
whites. 

Eating dinner with this man, 
10,000 miles from the cries of 
the Black, Colored, and Asians. 
who are oppressed in South 
Atrica, left me with one major 
question for this man: how 
would | be treated if | came to 
South Africa? If | were a tourist, 
Schabot said, | would have no 
problems in Johannesburg, 
although | might run into racial 
problems in the more rural 
north. But, | would be treated 
as a white. 

However, if | became a citi- 
zen, | would be treated as a. 
subject of the nation's racial 
class laws, just another victim 
of apartheid. My college edu- 
cation, my background and 
involvement, would be abso- 
jut lygnipeny ngtess 4 the white 
voters of the nattén. "One 
group should be dominant,” 
Schabot warns us, and that 
group must be white. Once we 
got past all the discussion of 
the government's benevo- 
lence, and the cultural and his- 
torical facts that hinder 
change, that fact remains. And, 
that is the real horror of South 
Africa--and the reason no 
Black can be at rest while this 
nation continues its course.

They face maximum penalties 
of five years in prison and

According to court records, 
Sackela allegedly stole an 
undertermined number of 
checks between September 
1982 and Oct. 5, 1984, when he 
was arrested. Sackela rou- 
tinely passed the checks to 
Jones, a welfare investigator, 
who in turn gave them to Hill 
and Harrell, using Whyte as a 
“channel” according to the 
prosecution. 

Hill and Whyte are welfare 
caseworkers. 

In his testimony, U.S. Secret 
Sepvite Kehr arpyory S. 
Campbell, said Harrell ran the 
checks through his account at 
BancOhio National Bank, 2700 
Cleveland Ave. after he and the 
others forged the payees’ 
signatures. 

Campbell said Harrell would 
co-sign the checks and with- 
draw the deposits in cash afew 
days later, with the five split- 
ting the money. 


._ Aspokesperson for the U.S.
